An American newspaper man, arriving in Italy, made an experi­ 
ment to test the working of the Italian system of checking up on alien 
visitors. 
Alighting from his train in Rome he checked his hand bag­ 
gage at the .station and wandered off in the city without going to a 
hotel to register. In twenty minutes he was under arrest and was ac­ 
counting for himself at the police station. 
He had learned wliat he 
wanted to know. The Italian system of keeping track of foreigners does 
work. 
Had this American on arriving in Rome, gone to a hotel and rcg- 
istei;ed he would not have made the acquaintance of the Italian police. 
His registration, w'hich the hotel would have reported immediately to 
the police bureau, would have met every requirement. 
The police had 
made note of him, as well as of all his fellow passengers, when he crossed 
the border from Switzerland. They knew when his train arrived in Rome 
When he did not register anywhere they immediately sent out men to 
pick him up. 
This suggests that if the United States had an adequate system 
of keeping tab on aliens this country would not be full, as it is, of for­ 
eigners who have slipped surreptitiously over the border, and would not 
as it is, a happy hunting ground for alien criminals. 
In Italy—in all Continental counties for that matter—an alien 
cannot slip surreptitiously into the country and stay for more than a 
few hours. He must register somew’here and when he registers he must 
have a passport. If not, he is in the hands of the police at once. 
In Italy—and other Continental countries—it is impossible for the 
foreigner to dodge ananymousiy about the country, passing here as Mr. 
Brown and there as Mr. Jones. The police will want to know at once 
who this Mr. Joiics is who has not appeared elsewhere on their records. 
All this puts no hardship at all on the well disposed foreign visitor. 
His hotel or lodging house host attends to the routine. The tourist can 
go about Italy with no bot’ner with the police so long as he keeps him­ 
self properly located in w'hatevcr town he is staying. 
He will actually 
have iii E u r(^ much more liberty than a citizen has in the United 
States, but he must always be on the records. 
Something like this could be very useful in these United States, 
where we now foolishly give ounselves little or no chance to know whether 
aliens are here rightfully or wTongfully or w^hat they are up to.—San 
m ncteco Chronicle.

In the face of the scarcity of jobs, 
fourth-class postmasters in Penn­ 
sylvania may become victims of the 
spoils system. 
Presidential postmasters — first, 
second 
and 
third 
class—are ap­ 
pointed for a term of four years. 
They are regarded as spoils by the 
victorious party and are taken over 
as soon as civil service rules per­ 
mit. 
Republicans serving in such 
posts will be replaced by Demo­ 
crats as soon as their terms expire. 
The fourth-class postmasterships 


aren’t so valuable 
as 
patronage. 
They pay small salaries, appoint­ 
ment to them does not require sen­ 
ate confirmation, and such post­ 
masters serve at the will of the 
president, 
not 
for 
any 
definite 
term. Ordinarily political parties 
don’t bother with them. 
This year, however, with jobs 
scarce 
and 
unemployment wide­ 
spread it is entirely possible that 
Pennsylvania Democrats may set up 
a clamor for the fourth-class post- 
masterships in the state.

event the present fourth-class post­ 
masters may be ousted at once and 
replaced 
with 
Democratic 
party 
workers.
